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REPORT OF TOWN SCHOOL BOARD. 


The town School Board herewith report to the town 
its doings for the past year, with financial report for one 
year past. 

The schools commenced the year with Miss Lizzie A. 
Brown in charge of No. 1; Miss Kate A. Brown, No. 2; 
Miss Emma J. Hubbard, No. 38, and Miss Myra B. 
Nims, No. 4. 

Another prosperous year added to the list of preced- 
ing ones for School No. 1. We were successful in se- 
curing the services of a competent teacher, one who 
already had had a year’s experience in the school and re- 
taining her through the entire year. This school, for 
several years, has enjoyed superior advantages. In the 
past eight years there have been only five different teach- 
ers. With one exception, they were teachers of large 
experience, and the same teacher taught two years in 
succession. Asa rule, the teachers have not aimed to 
make a display of the school, but to inculcate careful 
knowledge. 

The first term of School No. 2, under the care of so 
able a teacher as Miss Brown, was, in every respect, sat- 
isfactory. We regretted that she could not remain 
during the year. For the Fall and Winter terms Miss 
Mabel S. Brackett, of St. Johnsbury, Vt., was engaged 
as a teacher. Miss Brackett is a lady of culture, one 
whose very presence in a community is elevating to socie- 
ty, but her experience in teaching was limited. She was 
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wholly unused to managing a country school, but most 
friendly feelings seemed to exist between teacher and 
pupils, consequently good work was accomplished. 

The teachers in Nos. 3 and 4 were beginners in teach- 
ing. Miss Hubbard taught the Summer and Fall terms 
of School No. 3 very acceptably to the School Board and 
most of the parents, and commenced the Winter term, 
but for a variety of reasons the number of scholars was 
too small for a profitable term, and the school was closed 
at the end of the fifth week. 

Miss Nims, the teacher of No. 4 School, was fortu- 
nate in gaining the good-will of the scholars at once, 
also the respect and confidence of the parents. ‘The re- 
sult was two very pleasant and profitable terms. The 
Winter term was commenced equally as favorable as the 
others, but owing to the death of the teacher’s father, the 
school was suddenly closed in the third week. 

There has been no change in text books. A copy of 
Maury’s Geography and a Manual of Commerce have 
been furnished each school for reference. Thirty-two 
and one-half square feet of blackboard have been added to 
No. 1 school room, making the rooms all well supplied. 
The school rooms at present used for schools are tolerably 
well furnished, in good repair, and comfortable at any sea- 
son of the year. 

We understand that it is our duty to give the children 
throughout the town an equal chance, or nearly so as 
possible; also, to use a// the money appropriated. We 
very much regret that we failed to receive the necessary 
support of the parents to enable us to carry out our in- 
tentions and desires.
